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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gage et al. 
(USP-5,796,688). 

Gage et al discloses a recording/reproducing apparatus for an optical information 
recording medium having a plurality of recording layers. The recording/reproducing apparatus 
includes a plurality of optical heads 21a & 21b provided on the same side with respect to the 
recording medium and the plurality of optical heads are assigned to reproduced information from 
or record information in different recording layers respectively. See figure 3. 

Gage et al discloses the invention as claimed, but fails to specifically teach with respect 
to the embodiment of figure 3 that "the plurality of optical heads are assigned to reproduce 
information from or record information . . . simultaneously" as claimed. However, Gage et al 
does teach in reference to a first embodiment of the invention, i.e., two-sided optical storage 
device of figure 1, that "the recording layers 12 on each side are independent although they can 
be used simultaneously" (col. 3, lines 13-14). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the figure 3 
embodiment of Gage et al such that the plurality of optical heads are assigned to at least 
reproduce information from different recording layers respectively as taught by Gage et al in 
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reference to the figure 1 embodiment. A practitioner in the art would have been motivated to do 
this for the purpose of enabling higher speed information transfer. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. However, it should be additionally noted by applicant that contrary to applicant's 
assertion that "in Gage only one of the optical heads ... is assigned to read tracking information, 
and the data rate at which the tracking information can be read is constrained to the speed at 
which the single optical head can read the tracking information," Gage specifically teaches that 
"during read, the optical heads 21a and 21b always use their own TES signal for the tracking 
error servo" (col. 4, lines 66-67). Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
